THE OUTLOOK DECIDEDLY ENCOURAGING 


Clearance Statements Show an Increase of 
26 Per Cent Over Last Year—Trade 
in the Various Wholesale Lines. 


Business, unable to get any worse than it 
was las} year, is now brightening up. The 
reports from the most. potent sources and 
the soarces most reiiable would seom to 
indicate that there has been a consider- 
able increase in the volume of business, 
though prices have not been so high. 

The clearing house statements for the 
past six months show improvement, but 
it is during the past two months that 
te greatest change has occurred. It is 
ev.dent that the people, knowing that some 
Action will be taken toward the free coin- 
age of silver, have regained a portion of 
the confidence that disappeared under the 
woeful mismanagement of the country’s 
affairs by the present administration. 

Mr. John A. Donovan, manager of the 
R. G. Dun agency of this city, talks of 
the situation in cheerful tones. He gives 
it as his opinion that the prospects are that 
all business will continue to improve and 
that the present fruit Grop will assist to 
& great degree in estabiishing a more 
Sat.stactory basis of confidence in this 
section of the country. 

“There has been also,”” said Mr. Dono- 
van yesterday, “a splend:d increase in 
clearances. The increase, at a rough esti- 
mate, for the six months of this year has 
been 26 per cent over that of the same 
time last year. 

“The bulk of this increase,” continued 
Mr. Donovan, “was in May and Jute of 
this year, the net increase for these two 
months over the corresponding months of 
last year being 30 per cent. The clear- 
ances for the six months of 189 ending 
July ist were $26,799,625, while for the cor- 
responding six months this year they were 
$29,149,540. These tigures are from eight 
banks. 

“There has been also an increase in de- 
posits. In eight banks of deposit the net 
sancrease for the six months of this year 
ending July Ist over the corresponding six 
months of last year has been $800,000. The 
depos:.ts in 1894 during the six months men- 
tioned amounted to $3,925,000, while, in 
round numbers, the deposits have been 
$4,725,000 this year. 

“I have no record of the discounts handy 
just now, but I do not think that they 
would show much difference. The fact 
that the deposits have increased is a favor- 
abie sign. I take it to mean that there has 
been less borrowing this year than last. 

The Wholesale Jobbing Trade. 

“The wholesaie jobbing trade has regis- 
tered some improvement that is note- 
worthy. An improvement, however, in 
any line ‘s to be expected. Last year was 
very severe and it is but natural that 
there should be a tendency to an upward 
movement. I find that while the mer- 
chants have reported an increased volume 
of business, but at the same time they say 
that the prices have not been so good this 
year. 

“The incréase, based on the same months 
asin those I have already given you, in dry 
goods and notions, wholesale, has been 
about 12 per cent. In clothing, wholesale, 
the increase of business has been 15 per 
cent. In boots and shoes and _business 
where leather” plays a part the increase 
has been 20 per cent on account of the 
demand for leather and the rise in prices. 
I think that the demand was brought about 
by the rapid r.se in the leather market, 
which went up 40 per ceng. In hardwary 


-and kindred trades the increase has beeh 


15 per cent. The recent advances in flour 
and breadstuffs has been occasioned by 
the rise in wheat. 

“There has been a decided improvement 
in the manufacturing business, especially 
in furniture and woodwork and the manu- 
facturing of machinery. There are large 
orders ahead and nearly all are running on 
full time. 

Outlook for Better Times. 

“The outlook is better for the fall busi- 
ness than we have had in three years— 
better than any year since 1892. The con- 
ditions are more favorable and there has 
been a decrease in failures. 

“The fruit crop has been estimated by 
those interested at $3,000,000, but I do not 
believe it will go over $1,500,000. It is a 
cash crop, like cotton, and acts as a fine 
stimulant to business. 

“The tendencies are to lower prices and 
these will prevail until pulled up by a 
very much-increased demand. In _ the 
meantime the volume of business will in- 
crease.”’

The Delegates to the Christian Fin- 
deavor Convention Leave Today. 


The delegates to the Christian Endeavor 
convention, which meets this week in the 
city of iBoston, Mass., will leave this 
morning for New England. 

Th:s convention will be one of the notable 
gatherings of the year. It will likely be 
the largest convocation of Christian 
workers that has ever gathered on Ameri- 
can so‘1]l. The number of delegates that 
will attend the cohvention has been esti- 
mated at 60,000. 

The Christian Endeavor movement has 
long since acquired national proportions 
and is becoming one of the strongest reli- 
gious forces of the day. The roots of this 
flourishing organization are planted in 
nearly every town and city of the United 
States. It is restr:cted to no religious 
creed or sect and is broadly Christian in 
its scope and character. 

Atlanta will send a large delegation to 
Boston. ‘Among the local societies repre- 
sented will be those in connection with the 
Moore Memorial, the Central Congrega- 
tional and the Furst Christian churches of 
this city. Mr. A. B. Warren will be at 
the head of the delegation. 

Boston has made ample arrangements 
for accommodating the immense crowd of 
delegates that will throng the city this 
week. Addresses of welcome will be de- 
livered by the mayor and other prominent 
citizens and the delegates will be given 
a cordial reception. Tne convention will 
De in session for several days.

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BRIPRIEND OF KOSSUTH 


The Late Mr. Charles Boeckh Was a 
Veteran of Three Wars. 


HIS CAREER IN TWO HEMISPHERES 


His Profession Was That ofa C vil En- 
gineer—He Surveyed Grant Parx. 
An Eventful Career. 


It rarely happens, in recording the death 
of a private citizen, that a more distin- 
guished record of useful and patriotic ser- 
vice is disclosed than in tne life of Mr. 
Charles Boeckh, whose mortal remains 
Were recently committed to the sod of 
Westview cemetery. 

Mr. Boeckh was a quiet, unobtrusive gen- 
tleman, with none of that self-assertion 
that delights in bringing its personality 
before the public. He shrank from any- 
thing like notoriety, but in spite of this 
peculiar characteristic he was a man of 
unflinching bravery and one of the most 
conscientious and upright citizens of 
Georgia. 

It has been disclosed since the death of 
Mr. Boeckh that he was a veteran of three 
wars and in each of these he served with 
undoubted courage and fidelity. 

He espoused the cause of Hungary in 1849 
and distinguished himself as one of the 
patriots who suffered with the renowned 
Kossuth, After this he participated in the 
war between Italy and Austria, serving un- 
der the flag of the latter k.ngdom. 

In 1862 he came to this country, already 
involved in the horrors of civil war, and 
plunged into the strife with the ardor and 
enthusiasm of a native. He served in the 
union army ultil the close of hostilities. 

No one would surmise from a casual ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Boeckh that he was 
@ man of such martial instincts. In his 
outward demeanor, which was almost fem- 
inine in its gentleness, he seemed the em- 
bodiment of all that was tender and re- 
fined. 

Mr. Boeckh was well known throughout 
Georgia and in many parts of the country, 
He followed the profession of a civil en- 
gineer and his duties frequently carried 
him into remote sections. He was thus 
enabled to form close attachments during 
his professional sojourns and to leave be- 
hind him a pleasant impression wherever 
he tarried. It is barely possible that he 
was better known in other parts of the 
state than in Atlanta, although he resided 
in this city for quite a number of years. 
Mr. Boeckh never anglicized his name, 
and throughout his life he continued to 
sign his letters and business documents ac- 
cording to the old fashion. He dropped a 
few of the German ‘appendages, such as 
von, immediately in front of his name, 
and preferred the simple appelation of 
Charles to that of Karl, by which he was 
known in the old country. His full name 
was Karl von Boeckh. With this excep- 


tion he steadily adhered to the German | 


orthography. 

His children, however, have preferred the 
anglicized form of the word, realizing the 
advantage of a simpler spelling of the 
name in their business correspondence. 
The members of the family have been 
identified with Atlanta for several years 
and the male representatives are among 
the substantial business men ef this city. 
The children of Mr. Boeckh are as fol- 
lows: J. Frank Beck, the president of the 
Troy Steam laundry; Albert L. Beck, secre- 
tary and general manager of the Southern 
“Jerra Cotta works; Mrs. Carrie 8S. White, 
Charles G. Beck, southern manager of the 
Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance Company; 
Gabe C. Beck, superintendent Troy steam 
laundry and acting captain of the. Gate 
City Guard; George B. Beck, bookkeeper 
Troy Steam laundry; Earnest A. Beck, who 
is preparing to enter Princeton college; and 
Miss Esther E. Beck,.who is now in school. 
Mr. Boeckh’s death was the first break in 
the circle of his large and happy house- 
hold. 

A few facts concerning the early life 
of Mr. Boeckh may be interesting, He 
was born :n Presburg, Hungary, in July, 
1830. His family was one of the most prom- 
inent and influential of the old country. He 
was a major in the patriotic army at nine- 
teen and was commissioned as a general 
before the close of the war. Leaving his 
native country, after the disastrous termi- 
nation of hostilities, he took an active part 
in the war between Italy and Austria. In 
1862, as before stated, he came to America 
and served in the union army, first on the 
staff of General Carl Schurz and after- 
wards on the staff of General George 
Thomas. He occupied the office of topo- 
graphical engineer and moved in froni of 
the army at great personal hazard. After 
the war he located in Cincinnati and for 
nearly fifteen years was chief éngineer 
of the Cincinnati waterworks. He was em- 
ployed to supervise the building of the 
Eden reservoir, between Mount Adams gnd 
Walnut Hill. This is one of the largest ar- 
tificial reservoirs in the world, It re- 
quired more than twelve years to com- 
plete the construction. 

Mr. Boeckh left Cincinnati in 1881. He 
located for a short while at Rome, Ga., 
after which he came to Atlanta. He was 
employed to survey the projected canal 
from Gainesville to Atlanta and subse- 
quently ,jaid out Grant park. This fact is 
not generally known but Mr. Boeckh is 
entitled to the honor. He was subse- 
quently employed for three years at Shef- 
field, Ala., and later, for a year and a 
half, at Florence, Ala. He made import- 
ant surveys in north Augusta and at Port 
Royal, 8. C., and also in the Nantahala 
valley in North Carolina. He was engag- 
ed in making several important Surveys in 
Columbus, Ga., at the time of his death. 

Mr. Boeckh was a golden-hearted gentle- 
man and as such his memory will always 
be cherished,

THEY ADVISE IMMEDIATE INVESTMENT 


Mr. Kittredge, from Massachusetts, Talks 
About the Display of His State—Oth- 
er Matters of Minor Interest. 
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Will there be a furniture famine? 

This is the question which is perplexing 
the exposition officials just now, and it 
comes with more meaning than first 
thought would bring. 

The furniture men are uneasy. There is 
not a dealer in the city who does not feeP 
rather timorous over the outlook, for they 
realize that the blame will be at their door 
if there is not sufficient stock in hand to 
meet the demand that will be made with- 
in the next few months. 

“It's just this,’’ said one of the leading 
merchants yesterday afternoon. “This fam- 
ine is sure to come unless those who are 
putting up hotels and those fitting up large 
boarding houses place in their orders at 
once.”’ 

The heads of several departments of the 
exposition realizing the serious aspect of 
the situation have been for some days 
consulting with the dealers. The fact that 
within the time that intervenes between 
now and the opening of the exposition 
there will be numerous hotels. opening up, 
boarding ‘houses increasing rooms, and 
private houses adding to their capacity has 
shown them the probability of the big run 
on house furnishing goods and the possibil- 
ity of the market being exhausted. 

“You see,” said Mr. P. H. Snook, ex- 
plaining the matter to Chief Cooper yester- 
day afternoon, “all of the furniture that 
is not in stock will have to be manufact- 
tured. There is no telling the amount of 
goods in this line that will be required. 
Now take a hotel with 200 rooms, you can 
scarcely realize the amount of furniture 
that will be required. 

“I would advise all who have any idea 
of getting their furniture to place their 
order with the dealers immediately.” 

He Leaves This Morning. 

Mr. Henry G. Kittredge, secretary of the 
Massachusetts commission, who has been 
in Atlanta for several days looking after 
the location of the building for his state, 
will leave for his homeiin’ Boston this 
morning. 

Mr. Kittredge has made all necessary 
arrangements. The building will be located 
near the Alabama _ structure, one of the 
most desirable and conspicuous locations of 
the grounds. 

It will be fitted up in magnificent style.

“It attracted 
great interest at the world’s fair, and, I 
understand that the whole exhibit is at the 
capitol, where it has been preserved intact 
since it was brought from Chicago.’ 

Massachusetts will have a good exhibit. 
Mr. Kittredge is largely interested in man- 
ufacturing industries. He is the editor of 
The Textile Record, of Boston, the oldest 
paper of its kind in the United States,

HIGHWAY ROBBERS CAUGHT. 


Two Negroes Arrested for a Crime 
Committed Last Month. 


Alex Green and Henry Reed, colored, 
were arrested by County Officers Bradley 
and Pool early Saturday morning and were 
lodged in the station house, charged with 
highway robbery. 

The negroes were caught in a house 
near East Point, about 3 o’clock Satur- 
day morning, information having been sent 
the officers that they were in the house. 

The crime for which the men were ar- 
rested was committed on June 8th last. 
On that day a negro man was walking 
through the country near East Point, when 
he Was accosted by two negroes, who or- 
dered him to hold up his hands. The 
men pointed their pistols at the negro and 
he obeyed the command, the robbers tak- 
ing from him about $7 in money and a pis- 
tol.

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EXHIBIT OF THE TREASURY. 


Things of Interest To Be Shown by 
the Department at Atlanta. 


The treasury department is going to 
spread itself at Atlanta. Details of its ex- 
hibit have not been decided upon as yet, 
says The Washington Star, but it will em- 
brace many interesting features, For exam- 
ple, the medals for the exposition will be 
turned out on the spot from a coining 
press of the sort used by the government. 
This will be a feature of the display of 
the mint bureau. Also a collection will be 
shown of facsimiles of the medals issued 
at various times by the government of the 
United States. 

No decision has been reached as yet as 
to whether the bureau of the secret service 
shall offer an exhibit. This division of the 
treasury department has not been repre- 
sented at any previous fair or exposition. 
What it might show in the way of coun- 
teffeit notes and coins, together with pho- 
tographs of noted forgers and apparatus 
employed in their industry, would be re- 
markably intéresting, of course. But the 
notion has been held hitherto that such 
matters were best kept in the dark, while 
the display of imitations of the national 
currency to the general public might con- 
vey unfortunate suggestions to some peo- 
ple. 

The bureau of engraving will exhibit fac- 
similes of all notes and bonds that have 
been issued by the government up to date. 
The register’s office will place on view a 
collection of actual and real specimens of 
all the bonds and notes printed by Uncle 
Sam, including the old colonial and revolu- 
tionary currency. To these will be added 
a complete series of the revenue stamps, 
which will be shown by the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue. 

The lighthouse board will show the ap- 
paratus used in its business, including 
lanterns, illuminating oils, ‘ 
rine hospital service will exhibit models 
of quarantine stations, detention camps 
and steam disinfecting chambers. If it can 
be arranged, a separate building will be 
tablished for the life-saving bureau on 
shore of an artificial lake, and a crew 
be sent to Atlanta to give daily drills 
to show how people are rescued 
wrecks.

Big Decrease

Plan To Baild a Hoge Structure Where 
the Old Carshed Now Stands. 


ALL OF THE OFFICERS FAVOR THE IDEA 


For Some Time the Plan Eas Been on Foot 
and It Will Be Pushed Forward 
with Energy. 


A magnificent armory for the Fifth Geor- 
gia regiment infantry, a structure of grand 
proportions, a place that will be a pride 
to state troops and an ornament to Atlanta 
—this is what the old union stationis destin- 


ed to be if the plans of the officers of the | 


state militia can be carried out. 

Since the announcement that the South- 
ern would build its new station and that 
the other roads would join in the enter- 
prise the military men of Atlanta have 
been all astir. 

As soon as they saw that there was a 
hope for the old carshed to be abandoned 
they realized at once that for several years 
what they have-been wishing to accom- 
plish was in sight. 

Since the reorganization of the state 
troops it has been the desire of the mem- 
bers of the Fifth Georgia that there would 
be built somewhere in Atlanta a general 
headquarters, a grand armory ample to 
accommodate all of the compani¢s, where 
the men could ineet and where all of the 
arms,accoutermer ts and appliances could be 
stored. All of the companies of the regi- 
ment have, of course, their private armories 
for which, in some instances, heavy rent 
is paid, 

It has been the intention of those at 
the head of military affairs in this section 
to put on foot a movement to erect the

big armory. Several things have interfered 
With this plan, mainly the want of a suite 
able location. : 

“hen the news that the new station would 
be built came out and that the old ¢ar 
shed would be of no further use for rall- 
road purposes, the officers at once began 
to discuss the feasibility of the plan to 
Secure the location for their armory. They 
knew that the attempt would involve com- 
plications to some extent, but it was 
thought there would be no trouble to se- 
cure @ lease of the property from the 
State, 

The question of tearing down the present 
Structure came up for consideration. It 
was said that the old carshed could not 
be torn down even if the roads that built 
it wished to leave it or destroy it. 

It was said that this property belonged 
to the state only so long as it was used 
for railroad purposes and that 
m.ent it passed away from that 


and the falsity of this belief as stated 
by The Constitution several days ago 
s::0wed the men who were ptehing the plan 
tlLat their idea was plausible. 

Now they have taken hold with determi- 
nation and if there is any possible chance 
the big armory will be ‘built. 

“l think that it is just what we want,” 
said Colonel Candler, who was the first 
to propose the idea. “It will settle the 
Whole question which we have been dis- 
cussing so iong if this location can be se- 
cured, and I see no reason why it cannot 
be. The roads and the military stand close 
tegether, and I feel assured that all of 
the railroads will co-operate with us in 
the plan. But this is rather distant to go 
into details. What we want is the armory 
and we went it just where the old carshed 
stands. I believe it can be done. All of- 
ficers, I think, favor the scheme.” 

If the armcry is built according to the 
plans now in view it will be ofie of the 
largest structures in the city.

WILL MBRT THIS FALL 


Be Farmers’ National Congress Will Be 
Held in Atlanta 


MANY THOUSANDS WILL BE PRESENT 


The Congress Will Come to the Exposition 
and Hold aSix Days’ Session 
in October. 


TLe farmers’ national congress of Ameri- 
ca will meet in Atlanta this fall, and the 
attendance promises to be the largest of 
any session ever held in the history of the 
organization. 

The farmers will come many hundreds 
strong, and their visit to the exposition 
will be cuite an event. They will come 
from all parts of the country, and Atlanta 
will receive them with open gates. 

Last year the movement was undertak- 
en to secure the congress for this fall and 
the farmers were given a most cordial in- 
vitation to Atlanta. Governor Northen was 
most favorably impressed with the idea, 
and determined to induce them to come, if 
possible. 

He at once interested the authorities of 
the state and the directors of the expos!- 
tion In behalf of the movement, and much 
interest was manifested. A circular invita- 
tion bearing the indorsement of the gover- 
ror, the general assembly, the city council, 
the exposition board and the State Agricul- 
tural Society was issued and copies were 
mailed to the branch organizations of the 
congress. 

The invitation was accepted, and the con- 
gress will occur in October. The session 
will be of six days’ duration, and will be a 
grand agricultural parliament. 

It is proposed to make it pan-American 
in scope, and the project has received the 
hearty indorsement of the ministers at 
Washington from the South and Central 
American countries and Mexico. The pro- 
posed parliament is receiving the cordial 
support of the agricultural press and of 
many papers in the north. 


The parliament is in the hands of a suc 


cessful national organization, and it ig 
Claimed that it is strictly non-political. 

The scope of such an organization is in- 
definite, and the meeting in this city will 
be one of the chief features of the exposi- 
tion. Thousands of the sturdy farmers 
will be present, and it will be a royal re- 
ception the city will give them. 

They will come to inspect the agricultural 
intcrests of the south, and if they are 
pleased with the conditions that exist, it 
is very probable that. hundreds of them 
will remove to Georgia. 

The farmers.of the country are just the 
class of immigrants that is needed the 
south, and the result of their trip this fall 
may mean much. 

The movement to bring the congress has 
been receiving much attention from every 
county in the state, and the fact that the 
invitation has been accepted, will be pleas- 
ant news to the farmers of Georgia. They 
will be here en masse in October. 

E2x-Governor’:Northen is very much in- 
terested in the session that will be held, 
and is of the opinion that great good’ ta 
the south will be accomplished. It has been 
the object of éx-Governor Northen to in- 
duce the farmers of the country, ang 
especially the north, to pay this section a 
visit and see for themselves the prospects. 
He is delighted that so many will be pres- 
ent, and expects many to remain and make 
the south their permanent home.
